THE PEOPLE'S DAY. 


EW YORK CITY is doing its best to put 
) itself on the same plane as some much 
smaller cities in Europe. 

We are getting quite respectable beginnings 
of Scientific and Art Museums, where one can 
see almost as fine skeletons of cats and speci- 
mens of Leonardo da Vincis as can be in- 
spected in Paris and London. 

It is humiliating to admit it, but our people 
do not take particularly kindly to these things. 

A British or South Kensington Museum, or 
a Louvre, here, might prove even a little prema- 
ture. A walking-match or a dog-fight would 
be much more popular. 

But still, for a youthful country, with thou- 
sands of clodhopping emigrants coming into it 
weekly, we have not on the whole much fault 
to find with the taste of our mixed population. 
It appears that very considerable numbers 
crowd our young museums daily—Sundays ex- 
cepted. Why should Sundays be excepted ? Why 
should these museums and institutions of a 
similar character be closed on a day that usually 
affords the largest amount of leisure to our 
working classes ? 

The answer is a simple one. Because some 
event a couple of thousand years ago, which by 
many sensible people is looked upon as mythi- 
cal, was supposed to have taken place on this 
mere arbitrary first day of the week. 

There is really no reason why a lot of doubt- 
less very worthy but none the less antiquated 
and fossil individuals should, in a free and in- 
telligent community, be allowed to carry out 
their antediluvian ideas, The height of such 
people’s happiness appears to consist in what to 
other people is dullness, stupidity, and misery. 

Even admitting that there are special reasons 
for practically clothing one’s self in sackcloth 
and ashes on Sunday, there is no reason on 
earth why a man shouldn’t make an effort, in 
such a costume, to improve his mind and those 
of his family by visiting art and science mu- 
seums, The plea that the employees at these 
places would have then to work seven days in 
the week goes for nothing; for they have, as it is, 
a pretty soft thing of it: and New York is quite 
rich enough to engage a few extra hands for 
Sunday ushers.

Gentlemen—Yours of the 27th ult., addressed to me as 

President of the above Association, tendering check for 
¢10o in its support, is athand, and my absence from the 
city must apologize for my not sooner acknowledging its 
receipt. In behalf of our Executive Committee, before 
whom your communication has been laid, I beg to reply 
that, had your firm felt that you ought, in justice to your- 
selves and the country, to have contributed this or any 
amount for the purpose named in the first paragraph of 
your letter, we should have felt in duty bound not to have 
questioned your good faith, and with pleasure accepted 
the offer.
